AVING often and ſundry times 
been employed in the reading and 

! tranſlating of bils, bends, and let- 
} ters, and ſuch like inſtruments, 
; made and written in forrain coun- 
tries, and therefore dated after a computation of 
eares, farre drfterent from that vſed by vs, in 
theſe parts of Chriſtendome : And the queſtion 
beeing commonly of the date , or time ſpecified 
in ſuch writings, I wasforced ypon euery occa- 
fon to reduce the yeare giuen , vnto the Julian 
yeare, Now how troubleſome and tedious this 
was vnto me,euery man of experience may eaſily 
gheſſe, Artlength I found that if I ſhould make 
ſeueral ores; Aon of thoſe divers formes of yeers 
given, T ſhould caſe my ſelfe of many labours E- 
= yeare therefore afterthat I made , of ſuch 
different formes as I was ofteſt troubled withall, 
(to wit,of the AEgyprian, Arabian and Indaicke 
yeares)\{euerall Kalendars, which I inſerted into 
an Almanacke , calculated forthe yeare, Theſe 
then were made for mine owne priuateyſe,with- 
out any purpoſe that cuer by mee they ſhould

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haue made publike : Varill of late,ypon occaſion 
of conference had with ſome which haue,for the 
ſpace of foure or five yeares together, remained 
amongſt thoſe nations, Ivnderſ{tood how profita. 
ble they might be to Sea-men, Marchants, Fa- 
Rors, Travellers, and ſuch other, then firſt I be- 
gan tothinke of the publiſhing of them, Bur ſee 
while I began to make them ready forthe preſs, 
I found nor onely theſe of mine, but certaine 0-
